| duces the duties on salt fifty per cent., on 


coal forty per cent., on lead twenty-five per 
cent., on iron and copper and other metals, 
and.on the manufactures of these. metals, 
ten per cent., on wools and. woolen manu- 
factures ten per cent., on cotton manufac- 
tures ten per’ cent.; it frees. from duty 
Indes and the materials for ship-building, 
and a large number of articles used 
in manufactures, especially drugs, chemi- 


cals and. dyes; it revises and simplifies the. 


internal revenue taxes; it repeals some 
seven and one-half millions of stamp taxes ; 


it abolishes tobacco warehouses ; it repeals 


the allowance of moieties to informers, and 
it reduces the number of Collectors and As- 
sessors by about 275. The total reduction 
of taxation by the bill is estimated to be 
$58,000,000, and it makes the total reduction 
within the last two years, made by the Re- 
publican Party, one hundred and forty mil- 
lions, ($140,000,000.)
